At one of their first camping 
grounds, on a ten-acre lot which the 
pioneer had cleared of timber, they 
made the acquaintance of its owner, a 
Dr. Jewett. The worthy doetor was 
an enthusiast over mesmerism and 
animal magnetism, so he sought to 
convert the Mormon leaders to his 
views. Brigham replied, ‘‘I perfectly 
understand it, doctor.“ We ‘‘ believe 
„in the Lord's magnetizing. He 
„ magnetized Belshazzar so that he 
_ © saw the hand-writing on the wall.“ 
The Mormons, too, had seen the 
hand-writing on the wall, and were 
hastening to the mountains. 

The citizens of Farmington came 
over to invite the ‘‘ Nauvoo band,” 
under Captain Pitt, to come to their 
village for aconcert. There was some 
music left in the brethren.” They 
had not forgotten how to sing the 
Songs of Zion,” so they made the 
good folks of Farmington merry, and 
for a time forgot their own sorrows. 

As soon as the Camp of Israel” 
was fairly on the march, the leader, 
with the Twelve and the captains, 
divided into companies of hundreds, 
‘* fifties,” and tens; and then the 
companies took up their line in order, 
Brigham directing the whole, and 
bringing up the main body, with the 
chief care of the families. 

The weather was intensely cold. 
The pioneers moved in the face of 
keen-edged northwest winds; they 
broke the ice to give their cattle drink ; 
they made their beds on the soaked 
— lands; heavy rains and snow 

y day, and frost at night rendered 
their situation nr dut pleasant. 
The bark and limbs of trees were the 
principal food of their animals, and 
after doubling their teams all day 
wading through the deep mud, the 
companies would find themselves at 
night only a few miles on their journey. 
They grew sick of this at last, and for 
three weeks rested on the head waters 
of the Chariton, waiting for the freshets 
to subside. 

These incidents of travel were varied 
by an occasional birth in camp. There 
was also the death of a lamented lady 
early on the journey. She was a 


tle, intelligent e of a famous 
on Orson Spencer, 
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once a Baptist minister of excellent 
standing. She had requested the 
brethren to take her with them. She 
would not be left behind. Life was 
too far exhausted by the perseeutions 
to survive the exodus, but she could 
yet have the honor of dying in that 
immortal circumstance of her people. 
Several others of the sisters also died 
at the very starting. Ah, who shall 
fitly picture the lofty heroism of the 
Mormon women ! 

Amid all this, the remnant of the 
Saints left at Nauvoo were not for- 
gotten. The President’s views of 
their condition, and the thanksgiving 
of the pioneers over the deliverance 
from their Egypt, he told to his brother 
Joseph in a letter dated, ‘‘ Richard- 
son’s Point, Camp of Israel, fifty-five 
miles from Nauvoo, March 9.” He 
wrote : 

**T feel as though Nauvoo will be 
** filled with all manner of abumina- 
tions. It is no place for the Saints, 
and the Spirit whispers to me that 
the brethren had better get away 
„as fast as they can. We pray for 
** you continually. I hope the bre- 
„ thren will not have trouble there, 
„but the dark clouds of sorrow are 
„gathering fast over that place. It 
‘fis a matter of donbt about any of 
the Twelve returning to Nauvoo 
very soon. It is not the place for 
me any more, till this nation is 
**scourged by the hand of the Al- 
mighty, who rules in the heavens. 
This nation shall feel the heavy hand 
of judgment. They have shed the 
blood of Prophets and Saints, and 
have been the means of the death 
of many. Do not think, brother 
Joseph, that I hate to leave my 
„ house and home. No, far from 
„that, I am so free from bondage at 
„this time, that Nanvoo looks like a 
„prison to me. It looks pleasant 
ahead, but dark to look ou 

A rumor had reached Nauvoo that 
there was division in the Camp of 
Israel,“ and that Brigham had been 
shot at. To this he replied in his let- 
ter :— 

„This is all false. We have the 
** most perfect peace that ever a camp 
“had. There is not a word of con- 
*“‘tentien through the whole cam 
„The Lord is with us, and praised

% his name, all is well. Glory, Halle 
% jujah! And I think I shall feel 
% more so when we get a few miles 
“farther west.” 

It was near the Chariton that the 
organization of the Camp of Israel” 
was perfected, on the 27th .of March, 
when Brigham was formally chosen as 
the President, and captains of hun- 
dreds, fifties and tens were appointed. 

Thos the Twelve became relieved of 
their mere secular commands, and 
were placed at the heads of divisions, 
in their more Apestolic character, as 
Presidents. 

The provisioning of the camp was 
also equally brought under organic 
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— — Henry G. Sherwood 
was appointed contracting commissary 
for the first fifty; David D. Yearsley, 
for the second; W. H. Edwards for 
the third ; Peter Haws for the fourth ; 
Samuel Gulley for the fifth ; Joseph 
Warthan for the sixth. Henry G. 
Sherwood ranked as acting commis- 
sary-general. There were also dis- 
tributing commissaries appointed. 
Their duties, says President's 
— are righteous 
distribution o i visions, 
and such entities as 5 be fur- 
‘‘nished for the use of the camp, 
among their respective fifties.”

DEDICATORY SERVICES AT THE TEMPLE AT ST. GEORGE, 


UTAH TERRITORY, 


JANUARY 1, 1877. 


At 12 m., President Brigham Young, 
the Apostles Wilford Woodruff, Erastus 
Snow, and Brigham Young, Jun., with 
some two thousand Saints, assembled 
within the walls of the Temple built 
in St. George, for the purpose of 
dedicatiny certain portions of it unto 
God, that we might be prepared to 
commence giving endowments, bless- 
ings and sealings unto the Saints. 

At 12 30 Elder W. Woodruff stood 
on the upper step of the font and 
: — the attention of the people and 
sala— 

„We are this day blesse with a 
privilege that but few since the days 
of Adam have ever enjoyed. But 
few of the sons of Adam have ever 
entered into a Temple, built by the 
commau./ment of God, in which to 
administer ordinan both for the 
living aud the dead. We have now 
assemble: to dedicate portions of this 
Temple unto God, and I have a request 
to make of all the Saints who are pre 
sent, aud | sup all who are here 
profess to be Saints, for none others 
should be here. I realize that this 
assembly cannot bow the knee in their 
crowded condition, but they can bow 
their heads and their hearts unto God. 
This I want you to do this day, and 
those who offer up prayers in the dedi-. 
eation of this Temple I want their words 


repeated in secret by this assembly 
before the Lord, that our prayers may 
ascend unto the Ears of the Lord of 
Sabbaoth, that they may be answered 
upon our heads.” 

At the close of these remarks the 
following hymn was sung— 

The Spirit of God like a fire is burning.” 

Elder Erastus Snow announced tha 
Elder W. Woodruff would offer the 
dedication prayer, which was done, as 
follows 
Dedication Prayer offered by Elder 

Wilford Woodruff at the St. George 

Temple, Jan. 1, 1877. 

Oh God, our Heavenly Father, 
Father of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob ; 
thou who hast created the heavens, the 
earth, the seas, and the fountains of 
water, and all things that dwell] there- 
in; accept of the gratitude of our 
hearts and the thanksgiving of thy 
people that thou hast preserved our 
lives to ayain enter into another Tem- 
ple, which has been built by thy Saints 
in these valleys of the mountains, in 
which to organize the Holy Priesthood, 
and to administer the ordinances of 
the Gospel of the Son of God, both 
for the living and the dead. Oh, our 
God, we thy sons and daughters have 
assembled together, in the name of 
thy Son Jesus Christ, within the walls

a portion of this house unto the Lo 

our God, that it may be holy and ac- 
ceptable in thy sight. May the prayers 
of thy people ascend into thine ears 
Oh Lord, add be heard snd answered 
upon their heads. We now dedicate 
this Temple Block, the land, the water 
tank, the fencing and all appertaining 
thereto, that it may be holy in thy 
sight. We dedicate and consecrate 
the foundation u which this Tem- 
ple stands, that it may be holy unto 
the Lord our God. This foundation 
has been created through much labor 
and diligence of thy servants, and we 
pray, Oh God, that thy blessing may 
rest upon it, that it may remain as 
firm as the foundation of the ever- 
lasting hills, that it may not be moved 
to the injury of this Temple which is 
built thereon. We dedicate all the 
outer walls of this Temple unto thy 
name, O Lord, that they may be holy, 
and all the materials of which they 
are compvosed—the rock, the mortar, 
the sand, the lime, the plastering 
inside and out, and every material that 
is used in their construction, that the 

may be sanctified unto the Lord. e 
dedicate all the windows belonging to 
this basement story, the sills, the 
frames, the sash, the glass, the putty, 
the weights, the cords, the fastenings, 
and all the materials of which they 
are composed, that they may be holy 
unto the Lord. We dedicate all the 
outer steps and stairways leading to 
the Temple, with the railing, stone, 
wood, iron, lead, and all materials of 
which they are composed. We dedicate 


untothe Lord all the inner walls of 


this Temple, with all the materials of 
which they are composed, that they 
may be. holy unto the Lord our God. 
We dedicate all the doors of the 
basement unto the Lord, with the 
frames, butts, screws, locks, and all 
fastenings, that they may be holy. 
We dedicate unto thy most holy name 
the font which thy people have erected 
for the ordinance of baptism for the 
living and the dead. We dedicate the 
flagging, the foundation on which 
the font stands, unto the Lord. We 
dedicate the twelve oxen that bear 
up the font, that they may be holy. 

e dedicate the font i with the 
steps leading to it, and the railing, 
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and all materials of which they are 
composed, the castings, the iron, 
stone, or wood, and we pray that 
they may be acceptable unto thee, 
O Lord our God. We dedicate the 
boiler, the engine, and the pipes 
leading to the font and washing 
baths to warm the water that they 
may be holy. We dedicate the baths 
for the washing of thy people unto thee, 
O Lord, that they may be holy. We 
dedicate the railing which surrounds 
the font unto thee. We dedicate unto 
thee, O Lord our God, the rooms which 
will be used by thy people for the 
iving of endowments and the admin- 
istration of the ordinances of thine 
house, and all other rooms, includ- 
ing the water tank belonging to the 
basement story of this Temple of 
the Lord our God. We dedicate 
all the materials of which these 
rooms are composed, the timbers, 
joists, flooring, and nails, that they 
may be holy unto the Lord. We 
dedicate all the frame partitions, with 
the curtains and doors thereof, that 
they may be acceptable unto the 
Lord. e dedicate all the carpeting 
which is laid upon the floors unto the 


Lord, that the labor of the mothers 


and daughters of Zion may be accep- 
table in the sight of heaven. We 
dedicate all the altars, with their 
coverings and trimmings, unto the 
Lord, praying that they may be ac- 
ceptable unto thee. We dedicate unte 
the Lord, all the chairs, bench 

and all materials which shall be u 

in the seating of thy people in the 
rooms of this house. We dedicate 
unto the Lord, all the furniture made 
use of in the lower rooms of this 
house, the desks, standa, stoves, pipes, 
wood boxes, and all materials thereof, 
that they may be holy. We dedicate 
all the pillars, and beams resting upon 
the pillars, erected in the lower rooms 
of this Temple for the support of the 
upper rooms, that they may be holy 
unto the Lord. We dedicate all the 
stairways leading from the basement 
to the upper rooms, with the stairs 
and railing and all materials made use 
of in their construction, that they may 
be holy ; and we dedicate all the white- 
washing and painting and plastering, 
inside and out, and any material not 
heretofore mentioned in the construc- 


tion of the Temple, that it may be 
hely unto the Lord our God. And 
we ask thee, our Father in heaven, 
in the name of thy son Jesus Christ, 
that thou wilt accept of this Temple 
at the hands of thy Saints, both 
male and female, who have built it 
unto thy holy name, and may no 
unclean thing be permitted to enter 
therein. Wilt thou bless all thy 
servants and handmaidens with the 
spirit and power of God, who shall 
administer in any of the ordinances 
of life and salvation within the walls 
of this house, and all thy people who 
enter the threshold of this Temple! 
May they feel thy power and be con- 
strained to acknowledge that the power 
of God rests upon it. And we ask, 
in the name of Jesus Christ, the son 
of the living God, that the prayers 
offered up in the further dedication 
of other parts of this house this day, 
or at any future time in the dedication 
of this house, by those holding the 
Apostleship or Holy Priesthood, that 
their prayers may enter into the ears 
of the Lord of Sabbaoth, and be 
answered upon the heads of thy people. 
O Lord, be nut angry with thy servants 
while we continue our supplications 
before thee in this the Temple of our 
God. Thou hast said that thou 
wouldst take unto thyself those whom 
thou wouldst take, and preserve in 
life those whom thou wouldst pre- 
serve. Thou hast taken unto thyself 
thine d servant, the Patriarch 
Joseph Smith, and his sons Joseph, 
Hyrum, Carlos and Samuel, and many 
others of thy servants, but thou hast 
raised up unto thyself thy servant 
Brigham Young as a law-giver unto 
Israel, and a leader of thy people. 
Thou hast taken unto thyself his 
Counsellors Willard, Jedediah, Heber, 
and George A., yet thou hast sus. 
tained thy servant Brigham for a 
generatiou, as men count time, by 
the right hand of thy power. He 
has been with thy people through all 
their afflictions and persecutions, and 
Jed them to these mountains of Israel, 
and guided and directed the settlement 
of thy Saints and all the affairs of 
Zion, as inspired by the power of God 
in this the dispensation and full- 
nese of times, in the which thou hast 
said thou vouldst establish thy king- 
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dom, to be thrown down no more 
forever. Therefore, O Lord our God, 
we pray that thou wilt give thy people 
faith, that we may claim this blessing 
of thee, the Lord ef Hosts, that thou 
wilt lay thy hand upon thy servant 
Brigham, unto the renewal of -his body 
and the healing of all his infir- 
mities, and the lengthening eut of his 
days and years; yea, O Lord, may he 
live to behold the inhabitants of Zion 
united and enter into the holy order 
of God, and keep the celestial law, 
that they may be justified before 
thee. May he live to behold Zion 
redeemed, and successfully fight the 
devils, visible and invisible, that make 
war upon thy Saints. May he live to 
behold other Temples built and dedi- . 
dated unto thy name and accepted of 
thee, O Lord our God. And we pray 
thee, our Father in Heaven, in the 
name of Jesus Christ, if it can be 
consistent with thy will, that thy ser- 
vant Brigham may stand in the flesh 
to behold the nation which now occa- 
ies the land upon which thou, Lord, 
— said the Zion of God should 
stand in the latter days, that nation 
which shed the blood of the Prophets 
and Saints which cry unto God day 
and night for vengeance, the nation 
which is making war against God and 
his Christ, that nation whose sius, 
wickedness, and abominations are 
ascending up before God and the 
heavenly host, which causeth all eter- 
nity to be pained and the heavens to

Palestine is supporting, at starvation point, an agri- 
cultural population which ought to be three times as numerous, and to be grow- 
ing rich. In all the towns of the empire—the Capital not excepted—one is 
struck with the small value of labor, with the immense supply of unskilled, 
and, therefore, of comparatively worthless labor, and with the shifts to which 
men are put in order to get a living.

Tux great day of Pentecost had fully come, the surging crowds of Parthians, 
Medes, Elamites, the dwellers of Mesopotamia, in Judea, Cappadecia, Pontus 
and Asia, Phrygia, and Pamphylia in Egypt; and in the parts of Lybia about 
Cyrene ; strangers of Rome, Jews and proselytes, Cretes and Arabians,” were 
privileged as witnesses, heard indisputably this sermon of Peter's, or others, 
saw the hosts baptized, probably many were themselves the subjects of bap- 
tism ; if not, when they scattered from the stirring scenes of vid Jerusalem, 
they carried with them very vivid recollections of the fact, that in that great 
centre, during one of its most sacred festivals, they had heard each man in 
his own tongue the wonderful works of God; and if we might anticipate the 
history, it is quite likely when the great revelation came, and the Gospel went 
to the Gentiles, that they would be critical in their own lands, and be unsatis- 
fied unless the same characteristics followed the preaching of the Elders, which 
they had witnessed when in immediate proximity to them, the three thousand 
were baptized close by the far famed city of Jerusalem. 

We next read of Philip going down to the city of Samaria, and preaching 
Christ there, ‘‘and when the people believed him concerning the kingdom of 
God and the name of Jesus Christ, they were baptized, both men and women.” 
Philip from thence went by command of an angel south, toward the desert, out 
of Jerusalem,” and beheld an Eunuch of great authority, ‘‘ under Candace, 
Queen of Ethiopia, riding in his chariot.” He had been to Jerusalem to wor- 
ship during this exciting time. Being impressed with what he had seen and 
heard, he was reading the Scriptures, when Philip joined him, inquiring, 
“ Understandest thou what thou readest “ By invitation he ascended the 
chariot of this man of authority, and from the Scriptures preached unto him 
Jesus, Baptism and its importance and efficacy had been among their topics, 
for we find the Eunuch on their coming to a certain water, saying, ‘‘See, here 
is water, what doth hinder me to be baptized?” The answer of the servant of 
God was, “‘ If thou believest with all thine heart, thou mayest.” At the word 
of command the chariot stood still, they both went down into the water, there 
the Kunuch was baptized, and from thence went on his way rejoicing. 
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Saul was traveling to Damascus when he was stricken to the earth, and for 
three days and nights neither ate nor drank. The Lord, in a vision, com- 
manded Ananias to visit Saul, and preach Christ to him ; he did this, perform- 
ing a miracle on the occasion, by restoring sight to Saul, who then arose and 
was baptized. This was among the initiatory steps by which he reached his 
well known name of The great Apostle of the Gentiles.” 

The Centurion of Cesarea, Cornelius, was the first convert after the great 
revelatory and explanatory vision to Peter. After these Gentiles had heard 
the Gospel, certain manifestations of the power of the Holy Ghost demonstra- 
ted that unto them also was peace by Jesus Christ. Seeing this, Peter asked, 
Can any man forbid water that these should not be baptized?” and he 
commanded them to be baptized in the name of the Lord,” God granting unto 
the Gentiles also repentance unto life. It was about this time that the word 
or name Christian“ was introduced, during the administration of Barnabas, 
one of the Twelve, and Saul the newly converted, who tarried at Antioch for a 
whole year and taught much people. : 

As the result of a vision, we next find Saul (or Paul as he is now named,) 
on his way to Macedonia. When he arrived by the river side on the Sabbath 
day, he preached Jesus to the women who resorted thither ; ‘‘ the Lord opened 
the heart of one Lydia, so that she listened to the things which were spoken by 
Paul,” whereupon she and her household were baptized. As the result of this 
visit to Macedonia, or to Phillippi, which was the chief city of that part, Paul 
and Silas were cast into prison. When at midnight there was a great earth- 
quake, and the keeper of the prison (who had no doubt been listening while 
the prisoners sang praises to the God of Israel,) fell trembling, and inquired of 
them, What must I do to be saved?” The reply was, Believe ou the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved,” and they spake unto him “‘ the word of 
the Lord,” and before the merning dawned ‘‘he and all his house were bap- 
tized.” 

We turn now to Paul’s visit to Corinth, where ‘‘ Crispus, the chief ruler of 
the synagogue, believed on the Lord with all his house,” also many of the 
Corinthians hearing, believed, and were baptized.” Next amid the upper 
coasts of Ephesas, Paul found some who had been baptized unto “‘ John’s bap- 
tism,” but had not received as yet the Holy Ghost; after being taught the 
office and calling of the forerunner, and the obligation to receive his successor, 
„ they were baptized in the name of the Lord Jesus.” We also discover in 
the epistle addressed by Paul to the Romans (vi, 3), that they also were bap- 
tized, ‘‘for as many of us as were baptized into Jesus Christ, were baptized 
into his death.” The Corinthian section of the Church were also baptized— 
** was Paul crucified for you? or were ye baptized in the name of Paul!“ 
(1 Cor. i.) The Galatians were also reminded that as many as have been 
baptized into Christ had put on Christ.” (Gal. iii, 27.) The Colossians were 
also buried with him (Christ) in baptism,” (Col. ii, 12,) and this epistle was 
to be read to the Laodiceans, who no doubt understood the priuciple men- 
tioned. 

How was this rite or ordinance administerea? According to the best Greek 
scholars, the word baptiae always means immerse; this might be considered 
good as to the mode, but the direct and collateral evidence of the New Testa- 
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ment is unequivocal. John baptized near Salim, because there was much 
water there.” (John iii, 23.) Jesus being baptized of John in Jordan, 
straightway” ‘‘came up out of the water.” (Mark i, 9, 10.) Philip and the 
Eunuch, both went down into” the water, and came up out of” “the 
water.” Baptism also in our Savior’s conversation with Nicodemus is com- 
pared to a birth, or the bringing forth of something hid or concealed. ‘“‘ Ex- 
cept a man be ‘ born’ of water and the spirit, he cannot see the kingdom of 
God.” (John iii, 5.) Paul also, in writing to the Romans, (vi, 4) and Collos- 
sians, (ii, 12,) says, speaking of course to disciples, ‘‘ We are ‘buried’ with 
him dy baptism.” These evidences certainly are sufficient as to the mode of 
baptism practised in the ancient time,—figure and fact both declare baptism to 
be immersion. 

The purpose for which baptism was instituted by the Lord through John 
was this, —he preached the ‘‘ baptism of repentance for the remission of sins,” 
and it wag surely understood by both Jesus and bis Apostles ; the first declared 
that it was necessary to fulfill all righteousness.” Jesus also said, be that 
believeth ind is baptized shall be saved.” Peter, that it was for the remission 
of sins.” Paul declares that Ananias, who was sent te him by special revela- 
tion, commanded him to be baptized and wash away his sins ;” also, ‘that 
those who Were baptized into Christ,” put on Christ. Peter declared that 
„ baptism dagh also now save us” (that is believers in Jesus), like as Noah was 


saved by the Ark, and that it is the answer of a good conscience toward 
God ;” and “Ohrist gave himself for the Church, that he might sanctify and 
cleanse it wi e washing of water.” (Epb. v, 25, 26.) Paul says we have 
one Lord (Jegur), one faith (the Gospel), one baptism” (that is for the remis- 


sion of sins). If this is so, it must be important and essential—no whim of 
man can supercede it, nor can any claim the blessings which belong to it, in 
any other way; at least, so thought the Christians, those who lived close to 
and in the Apostglic age, who counted ‘‘all things but loss for the excellency 
of the knowledge of Christ Jesus the Lord.” 

The gift of thé Holy Ghost was one of the best treasures of those so-called 
Christians, it ¥ e of the results of their faith and baptism. To realize its 
influence and power was considered desirable even by Simon the Sorcerer—he 
discovered that upon the heads of the baptized ones the Apostles laid their 
hands, (“ when they spoke in tongues and prophesied,”’) and he would fain 
bave purchased from them this wonderful gift. This was the heritage and 
promise of all true believers, they were to be baptized with it, if they by stead- 
fast obedience and faith persevered in their discipleship and trust. This was. 
given by the laying on of hands,” (only in exceptional instances,) hence we 
find that when ‘‘ Peter and John were sent down to Samaria,” they found 
some who had been “‘ baptized in the name of Jesus,” then laid they their 
bands upon them, and they received the Holy Ghost.” Again, after the Cor- 
inthians had been baptized, Paul laid his hands upon them,” and “ the Holy 
Ghost came upon them,” Timothy was advised, Neglect not the gift that is 
in thee, which was given with the laying on of the hands.” The believers were 
thus ‘‘ born of the water and of the spirit ;” this is the spirit of holiness ;” 
“the spirit is life 7” this spirit searcheth all things, yea the deep things of 
God ;” hence the Holy Ghost came upon them, and they spake in tongues 
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and prophesied ; they were all filled with the Holy Ghost ;” “the kingdom 
of God is joy in the Holy Ghost; its subjects abound in hens by the power 
of the Holy Ghost ;” their 4e bodies were the temple of the Holy, Ghost ;” 
„they were be by the Holy Ghust ;” it was a revelatory spirit, no 
man knoweth the things of God but by his spirit.” Except a man be born 
again he cannot see the kingdom of God.” Paul prayed that the“ Father 
might give (the Galatians) the spirit of wisdom and revelation ;” it was the 
‘‘Comforter” promised by Jesus, bringing all things to their remembrance,” 
4% to one it gave the word of wisdom, to another the word of knowledge, to 
another faith, to another the gift of healing, to another the working of miracles, 
to another prophecy, to another the discerning ef prophecy, to one tongues, 
and to another the interpretation of the same.“ This is the Spirit of Truth“ 
which was given expressly to guide into all Truth, and shew them things to 
come. The testimony of Jesus is the spirit of prophecy.” (Rev. xix, 10. 

This was the priceless boon to all those who believed and were baptized, and 
when they received these things they became identified with the Church, ‘‘ the 
Charch of God,” in which he had set first, Apostles, secondarily, Prophets, 
thirdly, Teachers, then miracles, gifts of healing, helps, governments, eto, or 
as it is written in Ephesians, iv, II, He (Jesus) gave some Apostles, some 
Prophets, some Evangelists, and some Pastors and Teachers,” all these for 
the work of the ministry, for the perfecting of the Saints, and for the edifying . 
of the body of Christ,” he being the great head of the Church.” (Epb. v, 28) 
„God by the working of his mighty power,” gave him to be the head over all 
things in the Church,” he loved the Church and gave himself fag it,” and by 
him was this organization created and endowed, that his disciples, Ma followers, 
these Christians,” might be ‘‘ rooted, built up in him, and established in the 
faith ;” they were to be no more children tossed to aud fro, carried about 
with every wind of doctrine,” they were by this vast array of organization, aud 
the indwelling spirit, to be instructed until they attained to“ the unity of the 
faith, and the knowledge of the Son of God, even unto a perfect * unto un 
measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ.“ a 

This is, in brief, a picture, a transcript of the ‘‘ Christians” at the ancient, 
day, they were believers in God the eternal Father,” and in bis Son eus 
Christ,” like him ‘‘ they were baptized,” they had received by this act, as the 
result of ebedience, „the remission of their sins,” the Holy Ghost had deen 
bestowed ‘‘ by the laying on of hauds,“ they had identified themselves with 
the Church,” had received of the gifts,“ old things had been pat away,“ 
they were ‘‘ new creatures in Christ Jesus,” they were “‘ partakers of the Gos- 
pel,” it was to them the power of God unto salvation,” they were not 
ashamed of the Gospel of Christ,” it was no disgrace to them te be in sub- 
jection” to it, its mystery” was made known to them,“ it had come “‘ not 
in word only, but in power, and in much assurance ;” if they had been par - 
takers of its afflictions,” they were also the recipients of its blessings, and while 
they counted all things but loss, for the excellency of this the knowledge of 
Christ,” they were so satisfied that ‘‘ the Gospel preached unto them was not 
of man,” that with Paul they were ready to exclaim, though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other Gospel than that which we have preached unto: 
you, or have received, let him be acoursed, und they were cunmanded not, 


le 
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to receive such into their houses, or to bid them God speed,” for whosoever 
‘transgresseth and abideth not in the doctrine of Christ, hath not God,” “he 
that abideth in the doctrine of Christ, he hath both the Father and the Son.“ 
Thus was the decision and persistency of the disciples made manifest ; and by 
their consistency, their obedience, their integrity, their perseverance, their 
memory and their history is blessed, and in our day all may answer, upon 
reflection, the question for themselves,—‘‘ Who were the Christians!“

Hanuam.—A very interesting letter to Prest. Carrington, from brother 
Edward Hanbam, Salt Lake City, is to hand; its principal contents have been 
anticipated from other seurces, being dated Dec. 31, 1876. We give an ex- 
tract: — Grace and peace be multiplied unto you and your household, and 
many friends, and the Lord’s people iu that far-off land where I was born, and 
labored in my youth in the holy ministry for about twelve years. The God of 
Joseph was our helper then, he is our strength to-day. Though absent in 
bedy, yet present in spirit, I still travel through my old fields of missionary 
enterprise ; retrospection brings vividly to view, presents a beautiful vision to 
the mind of the good times, the spiritual manifestations of the power of God 
enjoyed in days of old, in the midst of the Saints in the British Isles. The 
sentiment of the heart is, ‘‘God bless you.” To live in the truth, imparts and 
supplies happiness to the mind, and vitality to the earthly tabernacle. To 
live a life of righteousness is well pleasing to our Father in heaven. The truth 
shall make you free.” What a history is that of the expiring year, forming a 
chapter of facts in the history of the world! What a history in each indivi- 
dual bosom! Local circumstances form our national history. The sayings 
and acts of individuals make the history of the world. Some men suffer for 
righteousness’ sake, others for their own evil deeds. ‘‘ Honesty is the best 
policy, we admire it even in the thief as he rebukes his fellow sufferer for 
appealing to Jesus for deliverance at the hour of his crucifixion, ‘‘ Dost thou 

not fear God, seeing thou art in the same condemnation? And we indeed 
_justly, for we receive the due reward of our deeds: but this man hath done 

nothing amiss.” Alas! what a terrible evil is slander. It nailed Christ to the 
cross, it shot Joseph Smith in prison, it banished the Latter-day Saints from 
the United States to the Rocky Mountains. One of the best rales of safeguard 
in life is found in our Savior's Sermon on the Mount—‘ Whatsoever ye would

Evana.—Brother C. D. Evans writes from Halifax, saying :—‘‘On the Ist 
inst.

James Mellor, of the Liverpool Conference, 
Jan. 18,,1877 :—'‘ When I stand before unbelievers, and see the hardness of 
their hearts and blindness of their minds, and how little they understand the 
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plan of salvation, I feel like crying out, ‘O Lord, I thank thee that thou hast 
allowed me to come through the lineage of the Priesthood, and that thou hast 
been merciful to me and enlightened my mind, that I have not been taught in 
the traditions of our fathers.’ Satan is not yet dead, he meets me in divers 
forms, but the work of God goes on—I have baptized 28 souls since the 6th of 
last May. I rejoice in the work and in my mission, more than I can express; 

The Saints intend to go to Zion in 
the spring, if they can sell their farms. Ann Eliza is lecturing in this part.. 
I have to contend with her falsehoods. She says the women in Utah are in 
bondage, and she was working to get money to liberate them. The sisters sent 
me a declaration of their freedom, with sixty-four names signed to it, whick 
has helped me much.” 


Mossxx.— From Elder A. M. Musser, dated Lancaster, Pénn., U.S., Jan.“ 
24, 1877, we take as follows: —“ We are doing what we can in our feeble way 
to open the ears of these very deaf people im reference to the Gospel and its 
behests, and find it uphill work, owing to the very great prejudice existing 
against us as a people. Have held several interesting meetings (public ones), 
also a great many of a social and more private character. Notwithstanding our 
custom in Utah is to invite ministers of all denominations to preach or lecture 
in our halls and houses of worship, we find no reciprocity in this country.. 
Here we have tried hard to obtain the Temperance Hall, Fulton Hall, Young: 
Men’s Christian Association Hall, etc., for meetings, but to no purpose. Jug- 
glers, political demagogues, and the like. can get them easily, while there is no 
show for a ‘Mormon’ Elder. Elder O. F. Whitney is laboring with me. 


Witson.—As showing the difficulties of the deep during the last winter, the 
following to Prest. Carrington from brother James Wilson, (who had been on a 
visit to this country, returning on the S. S. Wisconsin from Liverpool Jan. 4th,) 
will be interesting :—‘‘ After a pleasant night’s sail, we found ourselves next 
day at noon anchored safely in the fine bay near Queenstown; here we lay 
eight hours waiting forthe mail Again setting sail at 8 p.m.,.we soon found 
ourselves out at sea, with a brisk gale, which kept on till morning, when the 
sea began to show signs of great commotion and turbulence ; the wind increased 
as time rolled on, the waves swelling like mountains, and having a head wind, 
it was so much more against us, but our brave ship withstood the raging tem- 

t, meeting each successive wave as if for the mastery of the situation. 
early all the passengers, except myself and Auna, expressed great reyret at 
having ventured out at this season of the year. On the 16th, the storm havi 
assumed its greatest proportions, we had four life-boats rendered useless, an 
some of them shattered to pieces. Some of those strong iron jostings were 
snapped as though they were made of cotton yarn. The ship sometimes would 
take lurches, and pitch on end as though she was going to dive to the bottom. 
of the sea, yet she braved the storm ; at other times she lay on her broadside 
until her life boats were submerged, but still she came back to her position. 
The angry waves swept our decks day and night until the 20th, when the storm 
commenced to lull. During one night the ship gave a great pitch: fore and 
then aft, and at the same instant a great wave struck her cabin deck, staving 
in her ports, and almost filling her cabin with water. The violence of this. 
shock forced the lid off a large box of crockery, and threw them out on the floor, 
breaking everything to pieces. The captain said that in all his seafaring life 
he never encountered such a sterm and head winds without intermission. The 
Wisconsin is undoubtedly a fine ocean steamer, as good, I do believe, as ever 
sailed the deep. As for my part, no doubt of our safety ever crossed my mind. 
This is the 23rd, and since the 20th it has been fine and calm. To-morrow we 
will beon the Hudson. Sister Walker was * sick, and neither ate nor 
drank for six days ; she has now recovered. e had prayers morniug and 
night, and we praise God for his great deliverance and the preservation of dur 
having landed this morning (25th) all safe, after a voyage of 14.days and. 
ours. 
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Horne.—The following interesting items are from a letter addressed to Prest. 
Carrington from brother J. S. Horne, Prest. of Swiss and German Mission, 
dated the Ist instant :—‘‘ I am pleased to state that we had excellent times at 
our late Conferences. Much of the Spirit of God was present; the Elders 
spoke with power and influence ; every meeting was well attended by the 
Saints in the respective neighborhoods, and also by several strangers, who 
seemed edified and interested. Since our Conference in this place (Berne), 
Elders Lenzi and Braendli have been in Simmenthal, the place. where brothers 
Lenzi and Wirthlin were roughly treated last summer ; there the local judge 
now tells the people not to interrupt the ‘Mormons ;’ and if he learns of per- 
secution without a cause, he will be after the offenders. They held three 
meetings, or rather four, for on the evening of their arrival they found them- 
selves surrounded by a number of eager listeners, though no meeting had been 
appointed. Many strangers were anxious to hear, and in one place where the 
house was fall to overflowing, the village clergyman saw fit to try to scatter to 
the four winds the ideas advanced ; he stepped forward and began to show 
what deceivers these ‘Mormon’ Elders are. This created some excitement in 
the feelings of those assembled, and all were eager to hear and witness the con- 
test. Thesame quotations Mr. Clergyman used to show the fallacy of ‘ Mor- 
monism,’ were also used to excellent advantage to show the perverted state of 
religion, and the corruptness of their man-made systems, much to the surprise 
and satisfaction of the listeners. The brethren think that the clergyman, by 
his conduct and words, bore as strong a testimony to the minds of many of 
those assembled as they themselves did. Before returning they baptized 15 
persons, and more are investigating. We now have 34 baptisms recorded in 
this year, and I understand there are some now waiting in Ludwigshaven for 
brother Braeadli’s return, then they will be baptized. Brother B. is now in 
Germany visiting scattered Saints. He will be in Ludwigshaven in about a 
week * now. All the Elders are well, and wish to be kindly remembered 
at 42.

This band of choristers is one 
of which the community have good reason to be proud, their singing exercises 
giving unqualified pleasure to the thousands who listen to them. The musical 
exercises connected with public worship are an important and delightful part 
of it, and those who cheerfully respond to the call to use their ability in that 
direction are deserving of credit. The members of this choir generally are 
prompt in the discharge of their duties in that connection, and take genuine 
pleasure in the same, but circumstances occasionally arise which cause the de- 
pletion of the ranks of those efficient choristers, as for instance, young lady 
members taking upon them the important cares connected with wedded life 
and some of the gentlemen members being called on missions to carry the glad 
tidings of the Gospel to distant nations, or their removing their places of 
abode to other localities than this city. These circumstances make it all the 
mere necessary that other possessors of good voices not now connected with the 
chvir should step forward and identify themselves with it, and use the musical 
gifts they are endowed with for the public good; by frequent practice and the 
efficient instructions, which Professor — the leader, is so well qualified 
to impart, they may become quite proficient. 


Exvv.—Euvy is displeasure for some supposed advantage in another. The 
object of this passion is something more desirable ; and, although excellency, 
recisely considered, cannot occasion dislike, yet excellency misplaced may.
